Copper has risen from 14 cents to 24 cents. 
Vanadium steel a year ago brought $1.85 a ]<ound. Now 
it sells for $3.50. 
High-s|>eed steel formerly at $1.05 a pound now is 
worth $3.35. 
Leather formerly 20 cents a foot now brings 33 cents, 
and so on. 
All told, it costs $118.22 more in raw material to build 
the Six “ 40” than it did some months 
ago. 
As this 
amount is considerably iii excess of our net profit per car, 
only tw o courses were opt‘ii to us. 
One was to raise the price. 
The other was to lower the quality. 
To follow the latter course meant an “ old-year” car.
